ear 2014 began with our attendance at 

the annual attorney general conference in 

Concord, NH. Lars Nelson, Bob John- 
son, and Jan Parmalee attended and were up- 
dated on current state statutes regarding 
cemeteries. These sessions are very informative 
as many of the questions posed were similar in 
nature to the issues we deal with here in Goshen. 


Our annual spring cleanup was again assisted 
by Officer Craig Thyng and a group of inmates 
from the Sullivan County Correctional Center. A 
large amount of leaves and brush was removed 
from Mill Village and Four Corners Cemeteries. 
We give our thanks to all who helped in this 
yearly endeavor. A special thank you to Joel from 
the highway department who assisted us with the 
town truck. 


This Spring Goshen hosted a presentation by 
Richard Maloon of the New Hampshire Old 
Graveyard Association. Richard demonstrated re- 


pair techniques on broken headstones in the Four 





Corners Cemetery. This presentation was well at- 
tended and of real interest to those concerned 
with preservation techniques. We plan to expend 
more energy in this area in coming years. 


Jan Parmalee has now completed the cleaning 
of all headstones in the Four Corners Cemetery. 
Next year she will begin at Mill Village. Our main 
project this year was the preparation of the new 
“northeast” section of Mill Village. Broken gran- 
ite posts were replaced, trees cut, brush removed, 
and rough in of the parking area were completed. 
This was all done with the help of backhoe work 
provided by Rob Haliday and Rick McIntyre. The 
new northeast section of Mill Village represents a 
major upgrade to the infrastructure of Goshen 
Cemeteries. It will allow space for burials well 
into the future. 


Our annual public meeting was held at the 
town hall on 10-27-14. Current projects and plans 
for next year were discussed. We decided to keep 
our budget request level funded which it has been 
for several years. Lars has met with selectmen to 
advise them of current issues and get their input 
on proposed changes. Some changes to regula- 
tions were decided upon. New lot purchases will 
require the installation of at least one corner post 
to prevent confusion over lot boundaries. Full 
burials will require installation of a cement vault 
which is common practice. We also decided to 
float a warrant article to pave the new parking 
area at Mill Village which is located above the tree 
line in the new northeast section. This is an im- 
portant project that will discontinue the need for 
people to climb the steep hill to attend burials. 


Next year our major focus will be removal of 
invasive growth and trees from Four Corners 
Cemetery. We thank you for your continued sup- 
port of our cemeteries.

Conservation Commission 


he Conservation Commission maintains the trails and bridges in Williamson Park at Gunnison 

Lake. The trail around the lake is a popular destination for families and provides opportunities 

to view wildlife, fish, and enjoy a swim. This year there were several problems with trash accu- 
mulating on the trail and with inappropriate use of the trail. Please remember it is just us, your neighbors 
and friends, who must clean up after you. Also remember that the trail is not designed for motorized ve- 
hicles. No dirt bikes please. 


We conduct water tests in the Sugar River South Branch, Gunnison Brook, Giles Brook, and Blood 
Brook throughout the summer. This program is part of the State of New Hampshire’s Volunteer River As- 
sessment Program, which provides a long-term database of water quality throughout the state. Results of 
our testing are available on-line at: http://des.nh.gov/organization/divisions/water/wmb/vrap/data.htm. (Click 
on Gunnison Brook watershed.) As of this writing, DES has not put the 2014 data online yet. 


In 2014 we once again helped students at the Goshen-Lempster School raise approximately 100 brook 
trout eggs. This activity was made possible by our purchase of a refrigeration unit to keep an aquarium 
cold enough to mimic NH stream temperatures and successfully hatch the eggs. The students were very 
successful, losing only a few eggs, and releasing about 100 brook trout fry into the South Branch of the 
Sugar River. Students also learned about water chemistry, stream ecology, and trout anatomy. This activ- 
ity will be on hold for the 2014/15 school year as the teacher we worked with has left the G/L School. 


The Town of Goshen owns property between Brook Road and Province Road that was donated to the 
town by Hazel Johnson. There is a conservation easement on the property that is held by the Ausbon Sar- 
gent Land Preservation Trust (ASLPT). This fall we helped the ASLPT with its annual monitoring tour of 
the property. There are no violations of the easement. 


In October, members of the Conservation Commission helped the Sunapee-Ragged-Kearsarge Green- 
way Coalition (SRKG) maintain the Summit Trail in Mount Sunapee State Park. We cleared and deep- 
ened ditches along a muddy section about half-way up the trail. If anyone has not tried out the trail, you 
should, it is a pleasant hike to a great view.

2014 has been another busy year for us on the 
Goshen Volunteer Fire Department.

Hours served in 2014: 


The members of the Goshen Fire Dept. put in 
an accumulative amount of over 1750 hours of 
service to the town of Goshen. This includes ac- 
tual trainings, meetings, and work details with 
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equipment and truck checks, as well as respond- 
ing to calls for service at all hours and in all 
weather conditions throughout the year. 


In 2014 Jan Parmalee retired from the Fire 
Department after 20 years of service. Jan was a 
Certified Fire Fighter and EMT. Jan, thank you 
for all of your years of dedicated service to the 
Goshen Fire/Rescue Departments as well as the 
people of Goshen. 


In 2014 the Goshen Fire Department did our 
in house trainings as well as several area trainings 
that included a large water supply drill in Acworth 
with many of our Mutual Aid Partners. We also 
participated in an emergency propane response 
drill with live fire attack of different scenarios in 
conjunction with Newport, Sunapee, and Croydon 
Fire Departments. A special thanks to Goodrich 
Oil and Propane for hosting this drill. 


Goshen Rescue Personnel continue to be a big 
part of this organization. Besides the fire depart- 
ments activities that they participate and train in, 
they also step up and do the extra Medical and 
EMS Trainings to keep, or get EMT Medical Certi- 
fications. They maintain, inventory, and supply 
Goshen with the needed medical equipment for a 
medical call. We respect the extra trainings, meet- 
ings, and calls this group participates in, resulting 
in a few extra nights away from home each 
month. We are always looking to add new mem- 
bers to our EMT staff so please feel free to contact 
a member for further information on joining and 
helping your neighbors. 


2014 Equipment Evaluation 


In 2014 we had our yearly maintenance done 
on all of our air packs. We replaced an older 
Multi-gas Meter with a new one. All of the ladders 
and fire attack and supply fire line hoses were 
tested, evaluated, and inventoried. This process 
was a first for the department to get a solid base- 


line of our current equipment and good inventory. 
The testing of the fire lines resulted in 3850 feet 
of pressure failure, or being noncompliant do to 
age. This year’s budget has in it to replace 1500 
feet of attack line in it. We were very fortunate to 
have 3 and 4 inch tested and compliant supply 
line donated to us from two Connecticut Fire De- 
partments at no cost. 


2015 Budget Request 


The Goshen Fire Department has continued to 
hold our regular operating budgets within reason 
for many years. This year we have requested 
$4,000.00 to purchase 1500 feet of new attack 
fire hose to replace a part of the 3800 feet that 
was rejected during 2014 hose testing. We would 
also like to purchase a 5 way water supply mani- 
fold. In 2014 the stipend pay program was initi- 
ated. Of the Fire and Rescue Personnel that took 
advantage of it in 2014 all were happy to receive a 
yearly check right before Christmas. This 2nd year 
program has shown an increase of responders to 
the calls, meetings, trainings, and work details. 


Goshen Currently has 9 Certified Fire Fighters, 
3 EMT’s, 4 Firefighters, 3 semi active Honorary 
Fire Fighters. We are always looking to add new 
members so please feel free to contact a member 
or Chief for further information. Your support at 
town meeting is always appreciated. We also re- 
quest your support of the line items for the capital 
reserve funds for the future. 


Equipment: 

1989 Mack Engine / Tanker 1. In 2014 we did 
not have any negative issues with this truck. This 
has worked well in town and has gone out on nu- 
merous mutual aid fire calls. This truck features a 
1000 GPM PUMP and a 1500 GALLON WATER 
TANK. 


2008 E-One Pumper Engine 2 is our frontline 
fire attack piece of equipment. This Truck Fea- 


tures A 1250 GPM PUMP and a 1000 GALLON 
WATER TANK. 
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Goshen’s Rescue 1, 1991 Ford F-550 is operat- 
ing very well and is being used on most calls. It 
responds to rescue and medical calls, car acci- 
dents, and building fires. The Generator and Light 
Tower on this truck have been very useful at night 
time incidents providing a safer work scene. 


Goshen’s Forestry 1, 1968 Ford F250 4X4, 
Looks like it will be removed from service in 2015 


and a replacement truck will be coming to Goshen 
in February. At the time of writing this report it 
looks like the Town will be purchasing a new to 
Goshen used Forestry Truck. We thank you for 
your past support for the appropriations to the 
Capital Reserve request for the Forest Fire Fight- 
ing Vehicle. With this good planning and budget- 
ing it looks like we will have a very reliable 
Forestry/Brush Truck. 


The Goshen Fire Services Association, PO Box 
304, Goshen NH 03752 is our support organiza- 
tion that puts on our annual Chicken Barbecue. 
The association also usually buys an item or two 
for the Fire or Rescue Departments that we do not 
have. If you want to donate to Goshen Fire please 
make your donations to Goshen Fire Services As- 
sociation. Thank you to all that have donated to 
supporting this local organization. The members 
of the Association Hosted the 75th Anniversary 
Celebration of the Goshen Volunteer Fire Depart- 
ment on June 28, 2014. The Association acquired 
and donated 7 very good used fire nozzles saving 
the tax payers several thousand dollars in 2014. 


In closing it is a pleasure to work for and in the 
Town of Goshen. I would also like to thank the 
Dedicated Fire Fighters and Rescue Personnel 
and our Mutual Aid Departments, as well as 
Cindy Rouillard in the selectmen’s office for her 
help, the Selectmen, Goshen Highway Depart- 
ment, Goshen Police, plus the many other town 
employees, residents, and taxpayers that do care 
and support the Goshen Fire Department.

s always I like to thank the community of 
Aw for their continued support of the 

Goshen Forest Fire Department. It is also 
important that I do thank the Deputy Wardens for 
all the extra time they put into this department, the 
Fire Fighters here in Goshen that give so much and 
ask for so little. 

Your Forest Fire staff is Warden Daniel Peterson, 
Deputy Wardens, John Herr, Ricky Shepard, Chris 
Moen, Jan Parmalee, Gordon Bartlett, Jack Warbur- 
ton, John Hopkins, Janny Kowynia, and Bob John- 
son. 

The annual spring Warden/Deputy Warden 
Trainings were held at Wilmot and Charlestown Fire 
Station this year. The Goshen Fire Department con- 
tinues to host the July dinner and meeting of the 
Grafton Sullivan Forest Fire Wardens Association. 
Special thanks go out to the many volunteers of the 
Goshen Fire Services Association for their assistance 
at this event. 

Over the past year we did issue around 200 fire 
permits in the Town of Goshen. We thank you for ex- 
tending your courtesy to our families and to call 
ahead of time for your fire permits. In 2014 we did 
not have any major forest fire incidents in Goshen. 
We did respond to several calls for illegal unpermit- 
ted burns. Please call us before you light any outdoor 
fire for a fire permit. 

When you are disposing of hot ashes please make 
sure they are in a metal container and covered to 
cool. Never store ashes in a cardboard or plastic box. 
Never leave them on a porch, or near your buildings. 
It is important to keep a green space around your 
home and to keep the area around your Outdoor 
Furnaces and fire pits cleaned up. 

Another type of incident that can cause us prob- 
lems are illegal campfires out on the area of class six 
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roads. Quite often these fires are not extinguished 
prior to the people leaving. This puts Goshen in a po- 
tential danger for a large forest fire. So if you see 
something out of the ordinary, please call 911 and 
have us come out and inspect, and put the fire out. 
Please extinguish your fires with water -- do not bury 
them to put them out. When you do that they usually 
flare back up after you leave them. 

I do like to remind you that you are responsible 
for any fire that you light. Per NH State laws you 
could be held financially responsible for any cost to 
extinguish, any damage associated with a fire that 
gets away from you, or caused by you. NHDES also 
reminds you that it is illegal to burn any trash, plas- 
tics, painted wood, plywood, furniture, or demolition 
debris. None of the listed items should ever be burnt 
in a woodstove or an outside furnace; it is best to 
dispose of them at the transfer station. This keeps 
the carcinogens and dioxins pollutants out of the air 
and water. 

In 2014 we continued to maintain the1968 Ford 
F250 All Wheel Drive Forest Fire Fighting Vehicle. 
We had found additional concerns with this vehicle 
and found it is now time to replace it. At the time of 
writing this report it looks like we may have found a 
newer replacement truck for the fire department. 
After reviewing the specs with the FD Members, and 
getting a majority approval from them, for a new / 
used truck it would be presented to the selectmen. If 
the truck is approved by the Selectmen and Fire 
Chief the funding would come from the monies cur- 
rently in the capital reserve fund for the Forest Fire 
Fighting Vehicle. Thank you for your support of this 


fund in the past. The old truck will be sold.

Six of the students 
spent a day in early spring visiting the sites in 
Goshen mentioned in the Nelson Brother’s sto- 
ries-circa 1890.

On Old Home Day the society ran a successful 
show and sale of Gordon Nelson’s art. Gordon’s 


widow, Adaline, was in town in mid-August for 


Goshen’s Old Home Day bringing with her many 
of Gordon’s paintings for the sale. The Grange 
Hall was a popular place as old friends stopped by 
to shop and visit. 


While archiving, President John Wirkkala 
came across a Civil War diary from the 4th NY 
Battery at Gettysburg. Because the diary was spe- 
cific to a New York Regiment and was in need of 
preservation John spoke with Goshen resident 
and historical society member Mike Pride about 
it. Mike’s proposal was for us to donate the diary 
to the Butler Library at Columbia University in 
NYC for conservation and caretaking. It was ac- 
cepted and after preservation will be available for 
research along with other NY State Civil War pa- 
pers. 


The Historical Society will be hosting a NH 
Humanities Program in late October 2015. Look 
for information for that, other projects, and regu- 
lar meetings on the Post Office bulletin board.

uch of 2014 was unfortunately a rough 
| \ | time for the Library and its librarian, 

but thanks to steadfast support, from 
our outstanding Trustees, substitutes, volunteers 
and patrons of all ages, the rough patch was made 
smooth and services continued to be provided 
without too much interruption. By November of 
2014, scheduling for the new year was solidly in 
place and we were looking ahead to a healthy and 
busy 2015. 

Over the last seven years we focused heavily 
on grade- and middle-school outreach, then 
added preschool programming during the last two 
years. These efforts have been successful in 
bringing a new generation into the library, ensur- 
ing that — with support from young families and 
their growing children — the Library remains a vi- 
brant and current source of personal and commu- 
nity growth. 

While we will continue to provide pre-K 
through college-teen programming, the Library 
will now focus attention on the YoungAdult/Adult 
and the Silver/Aging populations in our commu- 
nity. Looking forward for 2015, we have sched- 
uled a series of programs fostering life long 
learning, the promotion of the inquisitive mind, 
and encouraging a sense of fun and discovery nec- 
essary for mental well being. 

We began our adult programming with Febru- 
ary workshops in air-dry clay sculpting. Over two 
evening sessions, participants planned, molded 
and painted designs ranging from custom buttons 
and pins, to decorative tiles, dishes and even 
small figurines. In March, inspired by our display 
of local quilters’ artistry, two workshops in basic 
hand-quilting combined the art and math of de- 
sign and construction resulting in small quilted 
squares appropriate for wall-hanging. And we're 
just getting started. 

This year we will be able to host three humani- 
ties presentations through grants awarded from 
the New Hampshire Humanities Council Human- 
ities-To-Go program. In April, scholar and NH 
poet laureate Alice B. Fogel presents a discussion 
and mini work-shop aimed at helping us demys- 
tify poetry. In September, thanks to the sponsor- 
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ship of the Goshen Historical Society, Martha An- 
drews Donovan and Maura MacNeil will present 
their fantastic workshop for recording family his- 
tory through favorite family stories. The final 
NHHC program will be in November when Robert 
Goodby, PhD Anthropology, will help us discover 
the lost history of the New Hampshire Abenaki. 

In May, with help from the LibraryTeens and 
Friends of Olive, we'll host Chris Schadler from 
Project Coyote; in late summer, with sponsorship 
from the Goshen Conservation Commission, we 
will host Ben Kilham — The Bear Guy — author of 
Among the Bears and Out on a Limb. These pro- 
grams and the NHHC presentations will be aug- 
mented with related — and free - mini-workshops 
in the weeks following each event. 

Additionally this year we are offering an adult 
afternoon program, Brain Games, on the first and 
third Wednesdays of the month, and we'll be 
reaching out to housebound community members 
with free monthly delivery and pick-up of reading 
and audio/visual materials. For the after-school 
crowd, the new Let There Be Lego League, on Fri- 
day afternoons, is a fun way to incorporate STEM 
educational principles into end-of-week wind- 
down. 

This is all in addition to our “regular” schedul- 
ing: two monthly adult book discussion groups, 
LibraryTeen Council and TeenRead book groups, 
adult summer reading and Kids Reading Camp, 
seasonal book sales, Computer Comfort coaching 
(by appointment) and traditional reference and li- 
brary services. Plus, happily, with Old Home Day 
on the calendar, the Library will once again host 
the Everything Blueberry Contest & Sale, and a 
Community Variety Show organized by the Li- 
braryTeen Council. 

So — a big year ahead and troupe of players 
just waiting to raise the curtain on events planned 
to stimulate, educate, enchant and entertain. If 
you haven't yet stopped in or if it's been a while, 
please come and see the changes and improve- 
ments....it's your library and your access to the 


world.

he year 2014 brought a wide variety of 

calls for service for the Goshen Police 

Department. I am happy to report that 
thefts were down. However, burglaries were up 
and this is of concern. It is helpful to understand 
the difference between theft and burglary. Theft 
occurs when someone steals an item that belongs 
to another. A burglary is committed when some- 
one enters an occupied structure of another to 
commit a theft. We had six different residences 
entered where items were stolen this past year. 


I recommend the following for our residents 
to avoid these crimes: 


¢ Keep homes locked. 


* Keep valuable items in a place someone 
would not look to find. 


¢ Keep important documents such as pass 
ports and titles in a safe. (Though not 
one that is easily removed from the 
home.) 


Firearms are a general target, especially 
handguns. Having firearms on display in a case 
invites the burglar to check other places for guns. 
In my 22 years of law enforcement experience I 
have yet to respond to a residence where the 
homeowner had an actual gun safe that was bro- 
ken into or items stolen if the safe was secured 
and locked. 


I cannot stress enough the importance of log- 
ging serial numbers as well as taking photographs 
of valuables. We have covered cases where items 
have been stolen from Goshen and sold to pawn 
shops in Manchester or Keene. The more infor- 
mation we are given concerning valuables, the 
easier it is for us to identify them if they are 
pawned or recovered by other agencies. 


I again remind residents that if you are going 
out of town for a period of time, we are happy to 
check your property while you are away. Please 
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leave us a date that you are leaving as well as the 
return date and a phone number for yourself or a 
caretaker in case we encounter a problem. If your 
home is a summer residence we are happy to 
check it periodically through the winter. 


Our radio coverage has been great since we 
switched from New London to Newport Dispatch. 
Chief Burroughs continues to do a great job with 
his communication center. 


Officer Lamson and I continue to cover as 
many calls as we can 24/7 for Goshen. I have 
worked hard with a level-funded budget over the 
years. We continue to concentrate our efforts on 
being on the road covering calls as opposed to 
putting money into increasing our equipment 
needs. 


We again have received grants from the state 
of New Hampshire for 2015. This allows me to 
put more patrol hours on the roads in Goshen.
